REDDING, June 14.—~Two erup- 
tions, reported to be more violent 
than any that have gone before, oc- 
curred on Mount Lassen today. The 
sixth eruption exploded early today 
and shot a huge column of dense, 
black smoke, steam and ashes into 
the air. The pillar of smoke was 
watched from towns fifty miles dis- 
tant. 

Throughout the middle of the day 
the crater was quiescent but at 7 p.m. 
a second funnel of smoke and ashes 
suddenly shot skyward. It was 
larger in volume than the morning ex- 
plosion. 

Today's activity was remarkable 
for the quantity of smoke and mineral 
substance which burst out of the top 
of the mountain.

PRESCOTT (Ars) June 12.—A

Pacific at Flagstaff by about 150 laborers em- 


ployed by Los Angeles contractors 
upon a new reservoir being bullt by 
the Santa Fe Railroad Company on 
the slope of the San Francisco Moun- 


pursuance to an agreement with the 
city of Flagstaff, so some I. W. W. agi- 
tators proceeded to inform the men 
employed that the work could be 
brought within the State eight-hour-a- 
day limitation. A strike ensued forth- 


with on demands of eight hours per 


day work, $3 a day wages and no de- 
ductions for hospital or other 
charges. The contractors have been 
paying from §2 to $2.50 a day for un- 
skiljed labor. From railroad officials 
at Los Angeles has come a telegram to 
the Mayor, stating: 

“This is strictly a railroad job and 
we think city interested sufficiently to 
give contractor full protection and 
will ask hat you take such action as 
necessary to eliminate the agitators 
and let the work proceed. If you 
can't, this work will have to be tied 
up, as we cannot meet demands of 
agitators.” 

A committee of strikers has ap- 
peared before the Flagstaff City Coun- 
but the Council has taken the 
position that the whole matter is in 
the hands of contractors working for 
the Santa Fe company and . conse- 
quently outside of its legal jurisdic- 
tion. In this action the Council is 
sustained by the voice of the business 
community of Flagstaff, a committee 
of business men having been present 
at the sme time as the strikers’ com- 
mittee, to volee a general disapproval 
of strikes and the desire that work be 
continued upon the improvement 
started by the railroad. 

FRONTIER DAY. 


The Prescott frontier day celebra- 
tion will be unique on many points. 
One of them is that the committee 
haa taken out with Lio of London, 
a $10,000 policy against bad weather 
on July 3, 4, 5 and 6. As a rule the sum- 
mer rains in Prescott start shortly after 
the Fourth of July. Another scheme 
of the management is a general invi- 
tation extended to all candidates for 
State office, as well as to all public 
officers, to be present at the celebra- 
tion and to build all the fences they 
wish to erect. An immense attendance 
is expected from Southern Arizona, 
largely coming by automobile, though 
train of Pullmans already 
as ne carry — 
from Phoenix.

NEW BRIDGES. 

Two bridges are to be added to the 
Old Trails route across Northern 
Arizona, spanning Beaver Creek and 
Milky Creek between Tolbrook and 
St. Johns. 

Under an agreement made at a late 
conference at Needles, the Banta Fe 
Railroad Company’s bridge across the 
Colorado near that point is to be 
planked and is to be made available 
for the @asgage cf automobile and 
wagon traffic under proper safeguards 

NEW WAGON ROADS. 

A Mohave county firm has been 
awarded a $100,000 contract for the 
bullding of wagon roads in that coun- 
ty and has started already upon the 
improvement of the highway leading 
from Bingman sastward to the Ya- 
vapal county line. 

A new wagon road is to de built 
southward from Camp Verde to Fos- 
sil Creek, through very rough coun- 
try, especially for the use of the Ari- 
zona Power Company, which is pre- 
paring to add to its Fossil Creek 
water power plant. This plant sup- 


plies electrical energy for Jerome, 
Clarkdale, Prescott and the Mayer 
district, where its present capacity 


now has been entirely absorbed. 
WOMEN INCLUDED. 


Women are to be included within 
the benefaction of the Pioneer Home, 
under a plan adopted by the State 
Board of Control, by the disposition 
of $20,000, willed the home by W. C. 
Parsons of Prescitt. It is probable 
that an annex will be built for the 
accommodation of aged and infirm 
pioneer women. 

On June 21 an election is to be held 
in Yavapai county on the question of 
issuing $260,000 bonds for the build- 
ing of a new Courthouse. 


PRESCOTT HIGH SCHOOL. 


The old Prescott High School bulld- 
Ing is being torn down to make room 
for a better structure. The old build- 
ing was erected in 1885 to house the 
‘Territorial Capitol and legislative 
houses, but after the capital was re- 
moved to Phoenix, it was purchased 
by the School Trustees. 

MUTUAL CAMPING CLUB. 


Nearly 1000 residents of Phoenix 
and the Salt River Valley are expected 
this year at Iron Springs, a mutual 
camping club site in the pines on a 
mountainside a few miles west of 
Prescott.

EXPORTS TO ISLANDS. 


About Three Times as Much Sent 
to the Non-Contiguous Possessions 
as Ten Years Ago. 
{Indianapolis News:] American 
merchandise valued at $111,690,000 
found markets in the non-contiguous 
territory of the United States in 1913, 
against $37,000,000 ten years ago and 
$7,000,000 twenty years ago. Figures 
received by the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, Department 
of Commerce, put the value of ship- 
ments to Porto Rico at $32,900,000; 


to Hawaii, $29,800,000; to the Phil 
ippines, $27,900,000; to Alaska, $21,- 
000,000, and to Guam and American 
Samoa, less than £250,000, making 
the total for the twelve months end- 
ing with December, 1913, 111.600. 
000. The total for 1913 is larger than 
that of any previous year, that of 
1912 having been $108,000,000; that 
of 1911, $93,500,000, and that of 1910, 
$89,000,000. The 1913 shipments to 
the Hawalian and Philippine Islands 
are larger than those of aky previous 
year, those to Porto Rico about 
$1,000,000 below those of 1912. and 
those to Alaska about $250.000 less 
than 1912. The shipments to the 
Philippines show an increase of more 
than $3,000,000 in 1818, compared 
with 1912; those to Hawaii an in- 
crease of $1,600,000, while those to 
Porto Rico and Alaska, as above in- 
dicated, show a slight decline. 

On the other side of the account, 
the value of merchandise received 
from the non-contiguous territory 


those cases in which sugar forms the 
shipments of chief value to the 
United States. The value of merchan- 
dise shipped from Hawall to the 
United States in the calendar year 
1913 is $40,000,000, against $50,009,- 
000 in 1912; from Porto Rico, $39,- 
600,000 against $41,200,000 in 1912: 
from the Philippine Islands, approx'- 
mately $18,590,000 against $20,250,000 
in 1912, and from Alaska, $20,500,- 
000 against $23,400,000 in 1912. 
Smaller quantities and lower prices 
of sugar are the causes of the larce 
reduction in the value of shinments 
from the Hawallan and Philippine 
Islands to the United States, while 
lower price of sugar is the cause of 
the decline in the case of Porto Rico. 
Porto Rico's shipments of sugar to 
the United States were larger in 
quantity than in the preceding year, 
but the value Was smaller. The sugar 
received from the Philippines was 
about 100,000,000 against 282,000,000 
unds in 1912. In the case of Alas- 
a the slight falling off in the total! 
value of shipments occurs in copper 
ore. In the merchandise sent from 
the United States to the territories in 
question, the increase occurs in many 


articles, especially foodstuffs and 
manufactures. 

In the case of the Hawalian Islands, 
breadstuffs, meats, iron stee! 


manufactures and miscellanecus man- 
ufactures show an increase. In the 
case of Porto Rico, breadstuffs, meat, 
cotton clotHs and miscellaneous man- 
ufactures show an increase, while 
manufactures of wood and iron and 
steel show a slight decline. In the 
ease of the Philippines, cotton goods, 
tron and steel manufactures and mis- 
cellaneous manufactures show an in- 
crease, and meat and dairy products 
a slight decrease. In the case of 
Alaska, breadstuffs, iron and steel 
manufactures and miscellaneous man- 
ufactures show a slight decrease, 
while meat and dairy products and 
tumber show a slight incrense.

REMEDIAL BILL, 
TO GO THROUGH.

Leasing Measure Likely to Be. 
Passed Soon. 


Will Benefit Many Producers 
in California. 


Two Representatives of Oi. 
Men Still in East. 


While the passing of the Ferris 
general land-leasing bill will prob- 
ably be delayed until the next ses- 
sion of Congress, it is pretty well as- 
sured that the Church remedial bill, 
whose provisions apply to oll pre- 
ducers of this State, will go through 
at the present session. 

In view of the fact that the Mid- 
west Oil Company withdrawal case, 
which wil] decide a similar iesue in 
California its fast approaching a de- 
cision—practically certain to be in fa- 
vor of the producer—the aspect of the 
oll industry, in its relation to politics 
is assuming a decidedly brighter hue. 

There are many companies in the 
Midway-Maricopa district, whose ; 
right to operate their properties de- 
pends on the passage of the land- 
leasing bille—notwithstanding the 
Midwest withdgawal decision. These 
are concerns who made their discov- 
eries after the withdrawal orders of 
President Taft were ratified by Con- 


gress. 

Under the provisions of the rem- 
edial leasing bill, producers affected 
by withdrawal orders will be allowed 
to operate their properties, and de- 
rive a revenue therefrom, over and 
above a certain royalty fee, which in 
some instances will be placed in eg 
crow by the government, pen a 
settlement of patents to the land. 
royalty will probably be about one- 
eighth in the case where com 
relinquish their claims to title, and 
accept a lease instead. 

The introduction of the remedial 
bills was due to the efforts of the 
Celifornia oll men, represented by @ 
committee sent to Washington early 
in the year, whose work was supple- 
mented to some extent by efforts of 
local organizations, such as the 
Chamber of Ol and Mines Commits 
tee, 

Four of the six California ofl men 
who went to Washington have re- 
turned. The most recent arrivals 
were L. P. St. Clair, president of the 
Independent Ot] Producers’ Agency, 


and Timothy Spellacy. Still, in the 
East are Louis Titus, president of 
the North American Oil Consolida 


and T. A. O'Donnell, field manager 
the California Petroleum Corporation. 

The work which these men have 
accomplished will probably prove as 
important in its final results as any 
of a public character in relation to 
California oll. Not only do they as- 
sist in securing an excellent re 
bill. and modification thereof, but 
they also succeeded in having changed 
many of the provisions of the pend- 
ing general land-leasing Dill, to the 
advantage of the California producer. 

Moreover, they thoroughly ac- 
quainted the legislators with some 
of the needs of the California in- 
dustry, so that the latter may have 
a comprehensive conception of the 
viewpoint of the operator in this 
State, as well as the benefit of, his 
understanding of the situation. This 
will probably react to the benefit of 
the California producer in any 
ture legisiation. 


CURED OUR FOREFATHERS. 


Medicines of Olden Time that Ap- 

parently Fulfilled Their Purpose 

Though Now Superceded. 

[Life:] About a century before the 
Boston tea party, one Elias Ashmole 
lighted his bayberry candle and in- 


scribed in his diary as follows: 

“I tooke this morning a good dose 
of the elixir and hung three spiders 
about my neck, nme? they drove away 
my ague. Deo gratias!” 

Spiders shared with toads and ser 
pents the honor of being often admin- 
istered to our forefathers. A baked 
toad, hung around the neck in a elk 
bag, was invaluable. Mrs, Earle, in 
one of her delightful books, records 6 
complicated recipe for “viper tea,“ of 
which the first ingredient (and there 
were many) was a round dozen of 
vipers. Very old, even classical, is the 
prescription of vipers and figs, smoth- 
ered in salt, sealed in a vase, and 
burned to charcoal. Old New Eng- 
landers remember a favorite remedy 
made of melted angleworms, and the 
juice of snails was given to invalids 
much as clam broth is given now. 

There was a pronounced symbolism 
in old medicine. For weak sight in 
the right eye, our forefathers were 
advised to carry the right eye of a 
fox, “lapped in a plece of russet 
cloth.” “Burn a man’s haire before 
his nose” was another, explaining that 
the smoke, and the smell of 8 
ascending through the nostrils, “wil 
dry his braynes. A silent and une 
companionable man was recome- 
mended to carry the tongue of a mag- 
pie about with him or the chattering 
tooth of a squirrel. Ashes of leather 
cured blistered heels, and the best, it 
not the only, remedy for a scorpion’s 
bite was to swallow a roasted or- 
pion. More remarkable than an of 
these instances of “similia imm } 
was the gravely-averred belief of 
many of Jenner's contemporaries that 
the faces of vaccinated children were 
transformed into the faces of osten, 
and that their small, sweet, piping 
volces were turned into the bellowing 
of bulls, 

Cure-alls date back at least to 1680. 
In that year a little brown book 
called Joyfull News Out of the New- 
Found World” was “imprinted in 
Paule’a Churchyard, at the sign 
Quene’s Armes.” Here, within a few 
scores of pages were listed enough uni- 
versal remedies to furnish fifty ale 
manacs. “Anime, the gumme or 
rosine of a great tree,” “doth ¢eom- 
fort the brane, applied in the form 
of a plaister, and even so likewise the 
stomack, and all parts full of sinewes,.” 
reduces all swellings 
“and taketh away the toothache, al- 
though that the tooth be hollow.” 
Caronna, another rosin, “full of clam- 
miness,” was found to cure “an olde 
griefe of the shoulder.” “The oyle of 
the Figge Tree of Hell” cured all . 
“eriefs of the stomach,” and “colick” 
in particular. 

Baleamo, the little book goes on to 
say, is excellent in surgery. “It 
gleweth the parts together.” “The 
roote called the China healeth the 
palsie, and taketh away melancholy.” 
But best of all drugs of the new- 
found world was tobacco. Ill effects, 
in those roseate days, it had none, 
but its merits were many: many of 
the “olde griefes it healed, most 
benevolent its action on every variety 
of ache. Delightful and universal 
medicine, 

‘Thus think, and smoke tobacco.” 

The Greeks rubbed saffron or helle- 
bore upon the heads of lunatics. “Core

FIGHT BRED OF 
HOPE RENEWED. 


Palo Verde Irrigationists Are 
Warring for Control. 


Likely Passage of Newlands 
Bill Stirs Trouble. 


New. Chapter in Spectacular 
Desert History. 


Fight for control of the Chuckawalla 
and Palo Verde Irrigation Associa- 
tion has been carried to Washington 
by Harold A. Gilman, an attorney and 
former secretary-treasurer of the con- 
cern. Now there looms in Los An- 
geles another round in the spectacu- 
lar struggle of 600 entrymen to save 
something out of the general wreck 
of their long-deferred hopes. 

The Chuckawalla project comprises 
A quarter of a million acres of arid 
land contiguous to the Colorado 
River. It ts individually owned, 
though the owners have formed the 
association for irrigation purposes. 
The association is sleeping under a 
blanket respite from the government 
extending until 1916 the time for 
maki proof on the settled land. 

Until that time, perhaps, there will 
be no activity in the great tract. Some 
day, however, the owners hope to see 
the land worth a great fortune by vir- 
tue of the diversion of water from 
the Colorado River through govern- 
ment aid. 

The Chuckawalla has had a career 


as varied and spectacular as that of 


any tract in the whole history of set- 
tled lands. The whole future of the 
project depended upon the outcome of 


a dream to dam the Colorado River 


above Ehrenburg and flood the land 
with irrigation waters. The settlers 
who went into the scheme believed 
that this would be accomplished, but 
the government, whose aid was neces- 


sary to carry it out, turned it down 
as not being feasibie. 


This left the members of the 480 
clation who had banded together to 
further their interests in a _ ticklish 
Situa.'on in 1912. Falling to get 
either \vernment or State aid to 
bring wai.” to the land the associa- 
tion members pledged themselves in 
1912 to raise $6,000,000 to build a 
pumping station at Ehrenburg suffi- 
clent to water the 200,000 acres. But 
this money was never forthcoming 
and the settlers were compelled to 
ask for an extension of time in which 

improvement of 
their property. were given three 
years from March, 1913, by act of 


ngress. 
The original plan by whieh. the en- 
tries to the land were secured had 
been fathered by the Chuckawalla De- 
velopment Company, now extinct. It

Two years remain for the settlers 
to perfect their claims under the 
government laws, and in that time 
the association hopes to see 
through Congress the Newlands Dill 
which provides a way to divert water 
from the Colorado and put some of 
it in the Chuckawalla and Palo Verde 
Valleys. This is the hope 
of the association. 

Believing that the government will 
do this and seeing in its possible per- 
formance a great rise in the values 
of the land, those who have had any 
connection with the association are 
reluctant to quit. 

Wherefore the fight for control. Mm 
Gilman, who is in Washington, repre- 
sents some of the directors. L. V. 
Shepherd, who succeeded him as sec- 
retary-treasurer, has warned Con- 
gressman Raker that Mr. Gilman rep- 
resents no authority in the association. 
Gilman was in office for a month, the 
new directors elected by the associa- 
tion electing Mr. Shepherd in his 
place last November. 

Friends of Mr. Gliman assert that 
they will carry the fight for control in-

“There is such a thing as being 
possessed by a life vision that will not 
let go of one until it is given ex- 
pression. Just as the lower orders 
of life grow and mate and reproduce 
their kind, not by conscious intention, 
but because carried on by the very 
momentum of the life stream of 
which they are a part, so there are 
minds which after being disciplined 
and cultivated, become fertilized and 
life visions and ideas grow and will 
be born; to refuse them expression 
is nothing less than a kind of mur- 
der, is violence to the higher de- 
mands of nature. 

“Spencer had one of those fertiliz- 
ing minds. It was productive. A new 
vision of the world and of life took 
possession of him. It demanded ex- 
pression. Sick as he was, his only 
relief was in working it out, giving it 
expression, slow and painful though 
the process was. The ages speak 
through such men and their words 
are prophetic. 

“The great religious prophets have 
always enunciated the essential ele- 
ments of this philosophy of growth. 
Confucius and Buddha had ft, so did 
Jesus and Paul: ‘First the blade, then 
the eur, then the full corn in the 
ear; “Whatsoever ye sow, that shall 
ye also reap.” With these religious 
prophets it was a fahh rather than 
an intellectual conception. It was 
for some of these later prophets to 
carry out and establish in the intel- 
lectual world some of the truths that 
have been felt and held as a faith for 
so long. 

“Every religion begins with a cos- 
mology—with an attempt to explain 
the physical world, to tell us how we 
reached our present condition. The 
Hebrew and Christian scriptures have 
this in the book of Genesis. Science 
and religion are thus always inter- 
dependent. 

“Spencer, Darwin and the nine- 
teenth-century scientists have been re- 
writing our book of Genesis for us— 
have been revising our cosmolvgy on 
which the new religion must be 
as superior to the old as the new 
world view is more comprehensive 
than the old. 


“The old cosmology saw the world 
as the sport of many arbitrary powers 
contending among themselves. They 
carried this over into the own life 
—hence wars, contention and violencs, 
justified by religious faith. The new 
cosmology sees harmony, order, co- 
ordination as the central principle 
working through the universe. As 
thie view issues more and more in 
life and faith, peace, harmony, good 
will and brotherly love must take the 
place of violence and contention. It 
intellectually supplement the gospel of 
faith as declared by Jesus, Buddha, 
Paul and others.”

The disorders in Italy can be traced to the 
Same cause, because the triple alliance now 
demands of Italy to increase its armament. 

The enormous financial success of Ital. 
fans in the United States has long retarded 
the inevitable crisis now coming to a head 
as a consequence of our own financial de- 
pression, which deeply affecte Italy. 

For the first time in history one sees the 
whole of civilized, or supposed to be cur 


tured, Europe going to financial ruin, far 
greater than that which could be caused dy 
a sudden and general war, while enjoying 
for some forty years the longest period of 
peace. 

Thie curious and {illogical condition of 
affairs must end at no distant date through 
the exhaustion of some of the contestants. 

On the brink of the financial abyss would 
ft not be wiser and more patriotic for italy, | 


France, Germany or Austria to declare its 
intention to send to the farm and to the 
shop the flower of its manhood, to fight, 
through the useful avenues of commerce 
and industry, the battles of the fatherland, 
and arrest further military increase? 


TMBERS COME TO GRIEF. 

Thirty-six members of the National A® 
sociation of Master Plumbers, doing busi- 
ness in Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska and iowa, have been in- 
dicted by the Federal grand jury at Des 
Moines, lowa, on a charge of conspiracy in 
restraint of trade in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act. The basis for the gov- 
ernment’s charges was a resolution adopted 
at the national convention of the master 
plumbers in 1884, agreeing, between the 
plumbers’ association and the supply-house 
men, to confine the sale of plumbing sup 
plies to members of the Master Plumbers’ 

It may be that an agreement to viola: 
the Sherman law thirty years ago, unac 
companied by any act in pursuance of such 
agreement, can be punished criminally— 
and maybe it cannot. 

Usually the plumbers’ trust ts tripartite. 
The vendors of plumbers’ supplies agree 
not to sell the same except to members of 
the Master Plumber's Association. The 
master plumbers agree not to buy supplies, 
except from members of the vendors’ asso- 


.| elation. The members of the Master Plumb- 


ers’ Association agree not to employ work 
men who are not members of the Journey- 
men Plumbers Association, and the jour 
neymen plumbers agree not to work for 
anyone but members of the Master Plumb 
ers’ Association. 

This combination has caused many a 
plundered householder to brand union 
plumbing as legalized larceny. It has often 
caused a bursted water pipe to cost for 
repairs five times as much as it should. 

There is a way to smash the combination 
better than by indictment. Let a master 
plumber who is not a member of the asso- 
clation make a genuine contract with the 
owner of a building to do the plumbing at 
rates that will afford a satisfactory profit. 
He can try to purchase the supplies to carry 
out his contract and be refused. He can 
try to employ journeymen plumbers who 
will refuse to work for him. He can then 
sue all three of the associations for dam- 
ages under the Sherman act. The measure 
of damages will be three times the amount 
of the profit he would have made if he had 
carried out his contract, to which will be 
added by the court a substantial fee for his 
lawyer. 

Such a case was brought in Honolulu 
some years ago. The plaintiff recovered 
$900 for the loss of a job where his profits 
would have been $300. The plaintiff's la w- 
yer was allowed $250. The jury got 8108, 


-| the court costs were $62, and the defend- 


ants’ lawyer received $250. Altogether the 
defendants paid $1570, for their counsel ad- 
vised them that it was useless to appeal, 
and all three associations repealed their 
agreements and disbanded, and you can get 
a job of plumbing done in Honolulu cheaper 
than anywhere else in the United States.

Their interests are so 
very narrow and limited. It is waste of 
time to know people that are content to 
vegetate. I am gradually shedding the 
‘time wasters’ out of my life and associat 
ing more with the broad intellects 


Which is, of course, so sensible. Still, 
this shedding of narrower-minded friends 
should be undértaken slowly, with caution. 
The vinegar should be added to the salad 
dressing drop bv dron. graduallv. stirring 
all the while—otherwise it will curdle and 
al’ the Ingredients be wasted. 

The narrow-minded vegetators are often 
old friends who have failed to broaden out 


as we have done. Good-natured souls, of |. 


course, and very well-meaning, but quite 
incapable of following us in our intellectual 
flights or sympathizing with our broad in- 
tereats. In fect ther heve a wav of derre. 
cating our broad-mindedness and seem dis- 
gustingly content with their own mental 
limitations We often have an vuncomfort- 
able feeling that they still send us thelr 
warm invitations from a sense of old-fash- 
ioned loyalty not unmingled with a little 
mild curiosity as to what fool thing we 
have taken up with now! 

And our newer friends are so different, 
so modern, so broad! They can fully sym- 
pathize with us in our impatience with the 
narrow-minded. Are they not obsessed 
with the narrow-minded type of friend 
themselves? One of the first and closest 
bonds of avmnathy between broad minds 
is a heart-to-heart exchange of confidences 
as to the difficulty of dodging the misplaced 
hospitality of narrow-minded friends—such 
a dreadful waste of time, my dear, their in- 
terests are so narrow. 

Just for all the world like the social snob 
who is forever trying to shed his poor, un- 
fashionable friends.

SACRAMENTO, June 14. — The

XPERT DEVOTEE 
OF MANDOLIN. 


NEW INTEREST AWAKENED' IN 
THE NEAPOLITAN MANDORE.

Father Tonnello, Expert Amateur 
Player, Interpreted Italian Arias, 
Showing Possibilities of the Ancient 
Musical Instrument Associated 
With Earliest History.

Genuine musica! effects and results 


do not always depend upon the ac- 
cepted stage setting. 


Unaware of the company that was 


to thecome his interested and en- 
thusiastic audience, Father Tonnello 
had been invited by friends to play 
for them some Italian selections from 
the Italian grand opera repertoire on 
the Neapolitan mandolin, an instru- 
ment he has long been known to have 
mastered. 

At firat, much disturbed by a large 
audience and the unexpected demands 
made upon him, the father acquitted 
himself admirably in the interpreta- 
tion of Verdi's and Rossini’s arias, 
with which he has long been con- 
versant as music-lover, friend of the 
famous prima donnas and celebrated 
tenors of his fatherland and as mu- 
sician 


If it were only a performance by 
an amateur, though a recognized ex- 
pert, the occurrence would be of sec- 
ondary importance. The playing of 


the most ancient instrument related jet. 


to the lute by an enthusiastic and 


cultured Italian musician, and Italian 


music of the best type presented, 
however, a strik example of the 
poesibilities of a string 
which is probably not as much ap- 
preciated teday as it should, as un- 
der the fingers of its devotee it 
brought out quality, color and tonality 
of unusual and most pleasing char- 
acter. 

In recent years there seems to be 
a revival of interest in the mandolin, 
which created a great sensation in 
England in the reign of good Queen 
Anne, when a distinguished Italian 
master first played at court the 
mandolin, an instrument then un- 
known to England. 

It probably came originally from 
the Mandingo people, who changed 
the shape of the lute to the mandolin, 
as we have it today, except that it 
was much larger. In Milan the 
Mandingo mandolina was first used 
and in Naples, its size reduced to 
what it its now, early in the 
eighteenth century. 

The combination of steel and 
wire strings twanged by means of a 
“plectrum” or little pick, held be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger, of- 
fers varied methods of shading tones, 
a gliding motion and the celebrated 
tremolo, which is q sustained note, 
imitated not unfrequently by singers, 
especially tenors and soprani. 

This interesting instrument, under 
the able fingers of some great artist, 
may soon again regain its original 
popularity that was largely due to 
Mozvwt's apprecfition of its value in 


the “Don Juan” serenade ahd 
Beethoven's “Krumpholtz's” “Sonatina 
per il Mandolino,” both classical 


compositions of great merit. 

Spanish and Italian popular musi- 
clans and amateurs seem to have 
monopolized the mandolin, because of 
its special value in outdoor serenades 
of romantic assoc/ation.

INSTITUTE FOR JAPANESE. 


WEALTHY man’s interest in his 


faithful Japanese servant is the 

foundation on which rests the 
new Japanese Institute at No. 9886 
Wall street, which is under the di- 
rection of the Christian Woman's 
Board of Missions of Southern Call- 
fornia. This bit of interesting history 
was disclosed yesterday at the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone for the $40,- 
000 enterprise. 

“Nineteen years ago a Japanese 
young man took passage on a ship 
for an exceedingly far country— 
America,” Mra. Reba B. Smith, for- 
mer superintendent of the institute, 
said, in giving the histery of the 
work. “An American gentleman, 
traveling in Japan, had met this boy 
and on returning to his home in Los 
Angeles had sent for him to serve 
in his household. 


“Fortunately for that young Jap- 
anese and for hundreds of the men 


of his nationality, it was a Christian 
home. The master of the house 
learned to love the boy, not only for 
his efficient service, so cheerfully 
rendered, but for his courteous man- 
ner, thoughtfulness and noble life. 
It this is a typical Japanese,’ the 


master of the house thought, ‘what; 


would not the Christianizing of such 
a race mean in the evangelization of 
the world?’ Thefi was taken the first 
step for the evangelization of the 
Japanese of the city. An Anglo-Jap- 
anese night school was founded, 
which was the beginning of this in- 
stitute. 

“The Christian man who took this 
step was B. F. Coulter, and the Jap- 
anese young man who inspired the 
work was Sai Fekuda.”
